‘THE elevaticn of Dr. Davidson, former Archbishop 

of Canterbury, to a life peerage ts urparaveled 
in English history. Whether this will Jead 
the creation cf life peerages ‘s under discussion now 
in England where efforts to remodel the Lords have 
ten made from the time of the Middle Ages with- 
out too great success.

Inquest Into Shooting Near De- 
loro Completed Before Dr. 
Harper of Madoc

present. John Wesley Emigh, who fir- 
ed the shot and who has been held as 
a material witness since the shooting. 
was released from custody at the con- 
clusion of the inquest, all evidence 
tendcd to show the shooting was pure- 
‘y accidental. 

Mrs.,Frank Reha, gave evidence of 
the friendship that existed between 
ter husband and Emigh. She also told 
of their leaving on the fateful morn- 
ing. County Constable George O'Neil 
told of the arrest of Emigh following 
the shooting and of his assistance in 
bringing the wounded man to the hos- 
pital. Drs. Crawford and Thompson 
gave evidence as to the cause of death. 
stating it was due to hemorrhage fol- 
lowing gun shot wounds. They also 
stated one of the lungs was. punctur- 
ed by the pellets. Constable Hammer 
enlightened the court of investigation 
that was done. 

John Wesley Emigh, chief witness 
told of the hunting trip and events 
leading to the accident. “They were 
near & mound,” said witness, and I 
left-to go around it. I travelled 75 feet 
and Reha apparently went behind a 
bush for I never saw him again until 
the shot was fired. A small bird went 
up out of a thicket and I trained the 
gun on it, following in a semi circle 
until I could get aim. As I fired Reha 
stepped out from behind a tree in the 
direct line of fire not over 35 feet 
from me. I covered him up and ran 
for assistance. Help came back with 
me and we carried Prank to the near- 
est road where he was taken to the 
hospital. ;

Strewn through the rocks, he writes, scien- 
tists find bones of extinct creatures, even of extinc: |'Malesty 
men; not links in man’s upward rse from the! 
beasts, but cousins of mark’nd who tried and 
failed; who proved unsuccessful and vanished as 
individuals and as races. We read further: 

“Seven years ago there were discovered in 2 
cave deposit in Rhodesia, in Africa, ancient bones 
ct a manlike creature, now well krown among 
relentists as the ‘Rhodesian man.’ The skull of 
the preh‘stor:c African is manlke but not quite 
human. The back of the head was inore fully de- 
veloped than the upper {front part, where modern 
trains haye their greatest development. Probably 
the jaws jected for biting ard gnawirg, more or 
Yess Uke the jaws cf an ape. Wher thic remark- 
able fess}- of a hall-man wes first found, many 
scientists hailed it as a truz link between man ard 
African apes. Now the exper.s are Icss sure. 

“The skull and other bores of this fossil man 
have beer. studied recently by the Rritish zool- 
cg'st, W. P. Pycraft, who has published his { ndings 
‘n @ report of the British Museum. His chief con- 
clusion is a remarkable cne. 

“The hip-bones of the creature show, he be- 
Yeves, that this dawn man never walked erect. 
Perhaps he could not even stand crect without the 
a'd of a rock or tree. His enit was probably a 
slouching run. 

“There would be grave difficulties in imagining 
th’s stooping, slant-jawed, low-brained creature as 
standing in ‘ne direct’ line of man’s ancestry. A 
more plausible interpretation, scientists are now 
virtually agreed, is that th’s creature was one of 
nature's unsuccessful tries; undoubtedly related to 
man, but representing a {s‘lure that led nowhere. 

“There were ages in earth hisiory. it now secms 
srobable, when many cf these sbortive part-men 
Tived on earth. A vis.tor to the earth fifty or 3 
\hundred thousand years ago from some more ad- 
vanced planet might have fourtl dozens of such 
near-human varieties, living side by side, or in 
groups. 

“Gradually, as evoiution continued, the par- 
t'cular variety represented by medern man proved 
its superiority. It survived; the others disappeared. 
That is how. the major:ty of the experts now look 
at the history of human evolution, rather than icy 
egining “that man has resulted from one gradual. 
steady developme?.t* !#aving numberless missing: 
Mnks’ to mark its. progress and path. 

The best-known example of anc’ent manlike 
creatures are the famous Neanderthal men, whose 
skeletons have been found at a dozen places in 
Europe and Palestire. H. G. Wells, in his “Out- 
line of History” sugges:s that these might have 
occupied Burope side by side with the more h'ghly 
evolved ancestors pf modern, man, lurking in dense 
forests. Thus may have arisen, fhe thinks, the 
myths of forest-dwelling gnomes and giants. To 
quote further: 

. “Neanderthal men were shorter than modern 
men; stand'ng rot over five fect high. some of the 
‘omen scarcely over four feet. What was lacking 
in stature seems to have been made up, however, in 
sirth and strength. It is prabable that Neander- 
thal men stood and ran habitually little stooped, but 
here resemblance to the Rhodesian creature ends 

“At lenst one distingu'shed anthropologist, Dr. 
Ales Hrdlicka, of the United States Nat:onal Mus- 
eum, believes that these ogres of the Neanderthal 
race survived to mix their blood with that of slend- 
crer, erecter races. and to const’tute, at least in 
part, ancestors of modern mankird. In some Isol- 
ated spots in Furope, Dr. Hrdlicka thinks, traces of 
the Neanderthal face or figure may still be dis- 
cerned. “Undoubtedly these Neanderthal men and 
wemen were nature's best try until modern man 
came along. 

“But nature kept experiment ng, even wth these 
Weanderthal half-men. In 1925 there was found 
cmbedded in hard rock ucar We-mer-Ehringsdorf. 
in Germany, a skull of the Nestderthal race of un- 
usual ‘type. Nature had bcgun to improve it. The 
forehead rises sharply. almost’vertically, [rom above 
the mass.ve bony rdges owr the eyes. The low- 
brow ogre was becoming a high-brow. 

“Modern men walk the ear.h today, says lr. 
William K, Gregory. of the American: Museum of 
National History, with long faces ard swelled heads; 
which fs why they st-ll walk instead of lying in 
forgotten graves for hunters of fossi's to find, for 
his ‘large brain Is man’s only real Cer over 
the beasts. : 

“Many times, perhaps, nature has tried out 
manlike legs ars she did in the Java ape-man. or 
manlike bodies or eyes or spines, or cther organs. 
Even among the Neanderthals, she had begun to 
experiment with maniike skulls for the growth of 
train. But none of these poor relaticns of true 
humanity were sufficiertly perfect. Even the large- 
skulled Neanderthals evidently found something 
‘wrong, and died. Only when a creature who had all

This law will hold true when we are 
qrown up as citizens of our country. 
If each individual is then determined 
to have his way, there can be no form- 
ing armies, or electing governments. 
Just as it is through cooperation that 
any game gan be played in the school- 
yard, so it is through cooperation that 
any one can be a good citizen. But 
there fs still another law of the play 
ground which is most’ important for 
every citizen to learn. And it is this. 
That just as all share the glory of a 
team's winning a game or all bear the 
burden of failure, so all must share the 
glory of a "s good laws or all 
bear the Garfie ot her bad ones. We 
cannot say, “We have elected a govefn- 
ment, and-on them alone falls the 
guilt of any bad laws. We must say the 
government is made up of all of us, by 
our votes we, cach one of us, share in 
the glory of a good government or the 
pain of a bad one. 

-I should like to close my talk with 
the prayer written by Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling, and I chose it because it holds 
Gut before use as school children the 
beautiful ideal of citizenship given in 
one of the poems of our school books,

PARKING AGAIN 


BIGGEST cities in the world have their parking 

problems, as well as the small city. With the 
growth In motorcars it has becx impossible for ex- 
perts to see very far ahead. 

‘An interesting sidelight on motorcar traffic ‘s 
given in a report of the Fifth Avenue Association ‘of 
New York, showing that thirly per cent of the 
shcpping trade of that street comes in private auto- 
mobiles. Ir that estimate fs true, though to some it 
seems large, the situation but indicates how prob- 
lems become efpecially acute and localized. Streets 
that once accommodated children at play, that 
provided room for markets, streets that mean sv 
much to a city in the way of light ard alr, are now 
through streets. . 

$ ‘The motorcar has demanded that the street be- 
come used for transient garages. As a New York 
writer puts it, the traffic engineer has the task of 
working out a proper balance between convenience 
and necessity. The feeling in New York is that the 
needs of traffic must come first. 

Often it has been found desirable to give spec- 
¢ fal priority in some districts to the use of the ourp 
for loading and unloading, and to encourage the 
furnishing of street facilities 
and storage. Some cities, like Chicago, hsve for- 
bidden parking altogether, at least in the ‘business 
d'strict. The New York engineers will have before 
them, too, the concrete suggestions of various loci 
civic bodies, includirg the constructive proposals ef 
the Fifth Avenue Association itself for the building 


» «i dy-pass highways, tunnels and bridges.

The small section of the old city 
wall was discovered further south of 
the old city gate and tower which 
were found in 1927 on a broad ledge 
below the cliff, The way in which 
the stones of the newly discovered 
section are bonded leads the excava- 
tors to believe that the wall goes back 
to the period of Hebrew monarchy, a 
belief corroborated. by the large num- 
ber of potsherds of this period, sever- 
al tumdred in all, found buried in a 
deep hole in the neighboring rock.

During the excavations in 1927, the 

Palestine Exploratton Fund Expedi-

Five 
rooms in this complex have already 
been cleared in part or wholly: they 
Were used down to a late date in the 
medieval or Arab period and the small 
objects found in them consequently 
throw no light on the original purpose 
for which they are made, although

WASHINGTON — ‘Nearly 1,000,000 
specimens were contributed during the 
last ‘fiscal year to the natural science 
collections administered by the Smith- 
sonian Institution for study and dif- 
fusion of knowledge concerning them. 

At the annual meeting of the board 
of regents, Charles G. Abbot, secretary, 
reported that there had come from Al- 
2ska, the Deminican Republic, the Am 
erican southwest and elsewhere objects 
made by pre-historic man; from the 
Philippines the C. P. Baker collection 


j of East Indian insects, one of the fin- 


est in existence; from Honduras, For- 
mosa and Sumatra have come, plant 
specimens‘ from Siam and China val- 
uable natural history collections; from 
Mexico and elsewhere rare and impor 
tant minerals. ¢ 

What visitors to the capital see in 
the National Museum where the col- 
lections are housed is but a fraction 
of the Smithsonian's wealth, Dr. Abbot 
Points out. “The study collections in- 
clude millions of specimens never put 
en exhibition but which provide the 
basic material for studying the fauna, 
flora, geology, paleontology and cth- 
nelogy of this country and other great 
areas of the earth.” 

During the year the Smithsonian 
and its branches sent out 30 cxpedi- 
tions relating to the natural history 
sciences, working in fields as far apart 
as Alaska, Mex'co, South America, 
South Africa, China and the East In- 
dies. Special attention was paid to 
the West Indian archipelago. Expedi. 
tions were largely financed by friends 
of the Smithsonian. 

The mass of data on solar radia- 
tion fs growing and in time may make 
it possible to forecast weather for 
long periods ahead, it is hoped. 

President Coolidge was among the 
87 donors who presented 138 specimens 
to the National Zoological Park during 
the year. The outstanding gift of the 
year to the National Gallery of Art 
was the Thomas Aforn painting of the 
Grand Canyon of the Yellowstone. pre- 
sented by George Dupont Pratt, Dr.

Law Review, who made the survey at 
the request of the executive committe:

The International Chamber of Commerce first 
troached the subject to the League of Nations. After 
that latter body had passed the mattcr over to a 
committee of inquiry, two practical proposals for 
reform were sorted out from the 150 diverse plans 
rubmitted from thirty-three countries. Then the 
Teague acted to put the matter before the world. 
Its question was, t& effect, !s there cnough sen- 


endar to make it worth while calling an interra- 
tional parley on the matter?’ The Porter resolution, 
before the House committee, would, if passed, arswer 
that question affirmatively so far as the United 
States fs concerned.

About the last man to experiment with the 
calendar, it appears, was Pope Gregory, 1582, He 
repaired some of the more egregfous blunders ot 
Junius Caesar and his successors, crossed off ten 
days at a stroke, rescued spring from summer, into 
which it was rapidly drifting, and did his best 
peg the vernal equinox to March 21 by a system of 
leap years. Recent very exact astrorpmidal studies, 
explained to the committee by George Marvin, head 
of the Weather Bureau, show that we gre now get- 
ting too many Jeap years, that there is an error of 
about eleven seconds between the astranomical and 
calendar years, and that already the ncrmal date of 
the vertzal eqoinox falls more nesrly on March 20 
than Mareh 21. © c 

Calendar simplification, however, goes deeper 
than o mere rectification of abstruse astronomical 
figures. The present calendar of uneven months 
is an anomaly, it is charged, in an exact age. Stat- 
isticlans cannot row compare one month exactly 
with another because of their different lengths and 
because the same month may have four Sucdays in 
one year and five the next. A th’rteen-morth cal- 
endar is proposed as one solution; each month of 


twenty-eight days, cr four weeks, each week be- AG 


ginning dn a Sunday ard ending on a Saturday. 
The first’'day of every week, of every month, and 
of every year, for example, would always fall on 2% 
Sunday. Easter would be {'xed, and calendar reck- 
oning simplified. .

And at that time he resided 
on the Heerewegh tSraat or Broadway 
where he carried on the occupation of 
miller, innkeepr and trader in lanc 
and cattle. It was in the Jan Van 
Deusen house at Hurley, Ulster county 
New York,, built about 1720, that the 
Council of Safety met 21 November 
1777, after the burning of Kingston by 
the British. 

The ancient home of the Van Deur- 
sens is a small village of 407 inhabit- 
ants called Deurne-les-Dierst, in the 
-|South Netherlands, province of Bra- 
bant. It is in Brabant that the anc- 
fent Castle Van Deursen, the cradle of 
the Van Deursen, family, is located.
